h i s S W E E T H E A R T . 


F r o m th e E v e n in g T r a n s c r ip t. 
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W e mentioned yesterday that a youiig lady of .seven­ 
teen had eloped with Paganini, and was overtaken hy 
her father at Roulogne. 
W e have since found in a 
Ismdon paper the foilowing detaibi of this highlt/ am u­ 
sing event : 
“ Wo have to-day to announce an elopement whiclt 
will surprise our readers. 
Paganini stands charged with 
having induced Miss W^atson, daughter of Mr W atson, 
(formerly of Covent Carden Theatre,) a girl of sixteen, 
to quit her father’s house, to accompany him to the con­ 
tinent. 
The aiîlicted father has furnished the following 
particulars: Mr W atson has been professionally associ­ 
ated with Paganini for a considerable period, and, with 
his daughter, accompanied the Italian to Paris, Brussels, 
and other place.s 
'I’hey returned to England early In 
the season to give concerts, and resided in the same 
house, Cahhorpe street, C ray’s Inn lane, 
'J'he state of 
Paganini's health made it desiralile for him that he should 
be included in some family arrañgeineiit. 
Mr W atson 
had, on various occasion.s, received kind attentions from 
Paganini, and lately at his daughter’s benefit, the vio­ 
linist, 't will be remembered, lent his best assistance. 
On .Monday last .Miss Watson suddenly left the house. 
Her father heard the door close, and a thought instantly 
came over hitn that she was about to withdraw herself 
from him. 
H e rushed out after her in his slippers, but, 
tliough two minutes had not elapsed since her exit, all 
traces of her were lo.st. 
After some time, IVIr \Yatson 
was informed that the young lady had fled to the hou.^e 
of .Mr Hughes, a law-writer, of Carey street, Lincoln’s 
Inn Fields, 
There, it w.as admiijted," site had been, but 
further information could not be olitained. 
The anxious 
father learnt that Paganini had left hy the Dover mail 
direct for Paris on Sunday evening, with his valet, 
Francesco Urbani. Mr Watson went, on Monday even­ 
ing, by the mail to Dover. He discovered that Paganini 
had gone to Boulogne, and followed him immediately. 
On entering the harbor, he observed the Signor and his 
followers carefully watching every passenger. 
On Mr 
Watson’s presenting himself on deck, Paganini and his 
whole party instantly disappeared. 
Mr W . made im­ 
mediate application to the British Consul, W . Hamilton 
Fsq, who, in tlie kindest manner, gave him prompt as- 
Bistance ; and on the arrival of the steamboat from 
London, on Tuesday, at midnight, in which w.is Mi.ss 
Hatson and Mr Hughes, she was secured, and restored 
to her agitated father. 
I his took place in the f ’ustotn-house, where 3Ir VV’al- 
son was accompanied hy the secretary of the con.su!, and 
the police.
